Murderous winds 
screamed across central 
Alberta Saturday, 
toppling signs, outdoor 
furniture and trees, 
killing a man in a car on 
a highway. 

The windstorm sent a 
chill ripping through Ed¬ 
monton and much of 
central Alberta, with 
winds gusting over 100 
km/h. 


Shortly 
after 11 

a.m., a cou¬ 
ple were 
driving east 
on Highway 
642 

through 
Sandy 
Beach, 
when wind 
ripped a 

tree in an abandoned lot 
from the ground and 
smashed it onto the mov¬ 
ing car with unbelievable 
force. 

“It’s a real tragic acci¬ 
dent,” said Morinville 
RCMP Cst. Brendan 
Schilcoswy. 

David Panas, 60, was 
killed instantly. His wife 
was driving the car and 
was not injured. 

In Edmonton pieces of 
garbage flashed through 
the air, and portable 
signs, outhouses, and 
newspaper boxes crashed 
to the ground, as power¬ 
ful winds slammed down 
everything in its path. At 
the International Air¬ 
port, winds gusted at 
near-hurricane strength, 
at 102 km/h. 


Six areas of the city 
fell victim to power out¬ 
ages, after debris dam¬ 
aged power lines and 
transformers. Over 4,000 
residents were left with¬ 
out power for hours. 

“It was picking up all 
kinds of debris from tree 
branches to, believe it or 
not, sheet metal,” said 
Epcor spokesman Mike 
Gibbs. 

According to Environ¬ 
ment Canada, Edmonto¬ 
nians haven’t seen wind 
gusts

The storm is attributed 
to a strong ridge of high 
pressure, with a very 
deep low-pressure sys¬ 
tem over Hudson’s Bay. 

“It was a very signifi¬ 
cant storm,” said Envi¬ 
ronment Canada meteor¬ 
ologist Brian Proctor. 
“This is the kind of thing 
we’d typically see later in 
the winter. We’re lucky it 
came in October as op¬ 
posed to November or 
December.” 

Winds are expected to 
die down and return to 
below double-digit 
speeds today and for the 
rest of the week. Temper¬ 
atures are expected to 
jump to the mid-teens by 
midweek, making up for 
the violently cold days 
over the weekend.

Shortage of diesel 
won’t affect city 
transit: Manager 

fuel Edmonton transit bus¬ 
es and other city vehicles 
that run on diesel fuel will 
never run out of gas, even 
through a diesel fuel short¬ 
age in Alberta, said a city 
manager. 

Steve Rapanos, a branch 
manager with the city’s 
mobile equipment services 
division, says the city 
already has a number of 
contingency plans in place 
in case the current 
shortage continues. 

“We always keep our 
tanks full and we have a ca¬ 
pacity to go on for a period 
of time,” said Rapanos. 

Rapanos says the city will 
also replace a few of the 
city-owned tanks with 
much larger ones and its 
diesel supplier says there 
should not be any shortage 
problems in the near future. 

Refinery maintenance 
projects have played a toll 
on diesel fuel supplies, says 
Petro-Canada, which has 
made the demand for the 
fuel soar. 

The company’s plant in 
Edmonton is going through 
a planned maintenance, 
which has cut the plant’s 
output since early August. 
The company has been im¬ 
porting supplies from other 
areas to prevent any short¬ 
falls, said Petro-Canada.

get him through the night. 

“It’s tough to keep on 
powering through the 
whole time, it’s the Iron- 
man of comics.” 

Some artists tanked out 
around 3 a.m. yesterday, as 
the marathon, which began 
at 10 a.m. Saturday, can play 
a physical toll on the enthu¬ 
siasts, said comic book store 
owner Jay Bardyla. 

Bardyla said one artist had 
to quit early several hours af¬ 
ter the marathon Saturday 
because he could no longer 


move his arm since it was in 
so much pain. 

“To continuahy be draw¬ 
ing and writing hour after 
hour after hour for almost 
20 hours, it’s physically real¬ 
ly grueUing,” said Bardyla. 

“With the fingers, the 
wrists, the shoulders, it 
takes a lot out of you.” 

“You’re basically inhaling 
marker and white-out 
fumes 24 hours straight, as 
well as being up,” said local 
artist Brent Thompson. 

“It screws with your head, 
so I make sure I try to run 
outside and run around the 
block every few hours to get 
some air.” 

This is the fifth annual 24- 
hour comic marathon at 
Happy Harbor and Bardyla 
says local artists raised close 
to $2,000 for Literacy Alber¬ 
ta — slightly less than what 
was raised last year.

A growing number of econ¬ 
omists and political scien¬ 
tists warn the federal gov¬ 
ernment’s own ideology 
may be the biggest obsta¬ 
cle to getting Canadians 
through this financial crisis.

Unless Ottawa changes its 
strategy, Kubursi fears Cana¬ 
da is heading for “worst 
kind of recession when con¬ 
sumers stop spending...

ing the stark isolation of 
modem life. We stood ad¬ 
miring the work right up 
until a janitor arrived with 
Windex to, “Clean that ink 
mark off the wall.” We de¬ 
cided to call this perform¬ 
ance art. 

Theatre: Don’t say, “I’m 
gunna see a play.” Intone, 
“I’m attending the theatre.” 
If you pronounce it “Th-EE- 
a-tuh” it’s even better. Avoid 
experimental plays. I saw 
Hamlet performed as a one- 
man show. It got veiy con¬ 
fusing when the actor play¬ 
ing all the parts had to keep 
jumping up and stabbing 
himself. 

So, goodbye Leafs. We’re 
out. Done. Finito. We’re 
over hockey.

Invest in future of Canadian children 



Something fell off the 
radar screen in the last 
election: Our children. 

Discussions of national 
child-care policy and early 
childhood education most¬ 
ly evaporated when the 
markets crashed. But in 
tough times, support for 
young families is one of 
the best long-term invest¬ 
ments Canada can make. 
(And I’m not talking about 
a token, souped up “baby 
bonus”). 

Companies understand 
their ability to attract and 
retain workers, particular¬ 
ly young women, depends 
on support for working 
parents. More than 65 per 
cent of women with chil¬ 
dren under the age of five 
work outside the home, fu¬ 
elling an acute need for 
quality options. 


Last week, an Organiza¬ 
tion for Economic Co-oper¬ 
ation and Development 
(OECD) study reminded us 
that the gap between rich 
and poor in Canada has in¬ 
creased dramatically over 
the last 10 years. Hardest 
hit? Young people and fam¬ 
ilies with children. Canada 
is now below average 
among high-income coun¬ 
tries in its social invest¬ 
ments. 

Investments in early 
childhood education and 
child care fuel economic 
and social development. 
They allow parents to 
choose to enter the labour 
force and improve their 
prospects. Many become 
trapped in a cycle of pover¬ 
ty because, quite simply, 
they cannot afford to work 
outside of the home. And 
we can also improve the 
prospects of children for 
later success also reducing 
social costs, particularly 
when children most at risk 
are targeted. The quality of 
life in Canada has long 
been a source of competi¬ 
tive advantage and we can¬ 


not allow it to be further 
eroded. 

Many ask “Can we af¬ 
ford the investment?” The 
better question, according 
to economists Gordon 
Cleveland and Michael 
Krashinslcy, is “can we af¬ 
ford not?” Their cost/bene¬ 
fit analysis of child care 
concluded that we spend 
far less on young children 
than on older children, de¬ 
spite evidence that “the 
education of young chil¬ 
dren has greater payoff 
than dollars spent on the 
same children when they 
are older.” 

Of course, we must not 
penalize parents who 
choose to stay home with 
their children, often at 
great cost (which, at least 
for me, was tougher than 
working for pay). And we 
need to find ways to direct 
resources to the people 
who need them most. But 
this should not distract us 
from action. 

The issues should be 
burning concerns, not just 
to parents of young chil¬ 
dren or advocates, but to 


political and business lead¬ 
ers. 

As Charlie Coffey, for¬ 
mer executive vice-presi¬ 
dent, RBC Financial Group, 
insists, these are crucial in¬ 
vestments in Canada’s 
prosperity. In 2003, he 
wrote: “It’s time for busi¬ 
ness to step up to the plate 
— it’s time for our leader¬ 
ship voice to be heard ... In 
today’s world, where edu¬ 
cation and skill levels de¬ 
termine future earnings, 
the economic and social 
costs to individuals, com¬ 
munities, and the nation 
of not taking action on ear¬ 
ly childhood education are 
far too great to ignore, es¬ 
pecially when the benefits 
far outweigh the costs.

two-run shot in the eighth, 
and Jayson Werth clubbed 
a two-run homer in the 
eighth. 

Ahead 3-1 in the best-of- 
seven series, the Phillies 
need one win for their sec¬ 
ond title, with the other 
coming in 1980. Philadel¬ 
phia hasn’t had a major 
sports title since 1983 
when the 76ers won the 
NBA championship. 

Jimmy Rollins went 3- 
for-5 and scored three 
times for the Phillies, who 
headed into yesterday 2- 
for-33 with runners in 
scoring position. They 
went 4-for-14 in those situ¬ 
ations in Game 4. 

The Phillies acquired 
Blanton (1-0) from Oakland 
on July 17, and the right¬ 
hander has been a pleasant 
surprise, going 6-0 since 
then. That includes a pair 
of playoff victories.

Unfortunately, global 
warming and other envi¬ 
ronmental issues were 
overshadowed by an eco¬ 
nomic crisis and, no doubt, 
by the fear people have of 
the word tax, so much so 
that they didn’t notice the 
word cuts was also in 
there.

But 
more needs to be done, es¬ 
pecially at the federal lev¬ 
el. 

Continuing to rely on 
projects such as the Alber¬ 
ta tar sands to keep our 
economy afloat is a short¬ 
term strategy with long¬ 
term negative conse¬ 
quences for both the envi¬ 
ronment and the economy. 
Sure, we’ll be able to pull 
in some money while the 
oil lasts, or while it is eco¬ 
nomically feasible to ex¬ 
tract, or until the rest of 
the world has switched to 
renewable sources of ener¬ 
gy, but then what? 

If we start now to shift 
from reliance on dirty and 
non-renewable sources of 
energy to renewable 


sources, and if we put 
more effort into conserv¬ 
ing energy, we will benefit 
in so many ways. 

Other countries have 
proven this, and continue 
to prove it. 

Canadians may have 
elected a government that 
differs little from the one 
we had before the election 
— and they may have even 
shown, through the votes 
they did cast and through 
the disappointing apathy 
that many demonstrated, 
that it was difficult to con¬ 
nect with the parties that 
made the environment the 
top priority. But we should¬ 
n’t conclude that the re¬ 
sults of the election mean 
that the window of oppor¬ 
tunity for government ac¬ 
tion on the environment 
has slammed shut. 

A minority government 
such as the one we just 
elected has an even greater 
responsibility to listen to 
all our voices. We just have 
to speak loudly enough to 
be heard.

Geoff Hayward, president 
and CEO of DataGardens, 
could barely contain his 
excitement after finding 
out his company was 
Edmonton’s first to be cho¬ 
sen as one of this year’s 
Canada’s Top Ten Technol¬ 
ogy Competition winners. 

The competition, organ¬ 
ized by the Ottawa Centre 
for Research and Innova¬ 
tion (OCRI), offers Canadian 
companies in the technolo¬ 
gy, life sciences and clean- 
tech industries a chance to 
attain venture capital and 
exposure to investors. 

This type of recognition 
is allowing DataGardens to 
showcase its dynamic tech¬ 


nology at conferences 
around North America — 
putting Alberta’s develop¬ 
ing IT industry on the in¬ 
ternational map. 

“We’re selling 
something that does¬ 
n’t normally get in¬ 
vented in western 
Canada,” Hayward 
said. “For us to be rec¬ 
ognized like this is 
veiy important.” 

DataGardens’ Syn- 
tropy hardware allows IT 
administrators to create a 
centralized data storage 
system that serves as a 
“branch-in-a-box.” Com¬ 
bined with DataGardens’ 
patent-pending Wide Area 
Virtualization Enterprise 
(WAVE) technology, offices 
can move their computers 
virtually from branch to 


branch at a moment’s no¬ 
tice. That means multi-of¬ 
fice companies no longer 
have to store dozens of 
clunky servers on¬ 
site. 

“A single IT ad¬ 
ministrator can 
build a flexible and 
secure and cost-ef¬ 
fective virtual data 
centre spanning 
many offices 

around the world,” 
said Hayward. 

“We’ve taken it to anoth¬ 
er level where your 
servers, your desktop com¬ 
puters, your software ap¬ 
plications and data vol¬ 
umes can be virtualized 
and sent across the net¬ 
work.” 

Since its creation in Sep¬ 
tember 2007, DataGardens 


has secured $3 million in 
financing from various 
sources. Though the WAVE 
technology is still in the pi¬ 
lot stage, with a formal 
product launch expected 
early next year, Hayward 
said being a Canada’s Top 
Ten Competition winner 
will only increase their vis¬ 
ibility in the marketplace. 

“We’re hoping that 
through participating in 
the program, like past win¬ 
ners, we’ll be relatively suc¬ 
cessful in gaining venture 
capital,” Hayward said. 

Michelle Scarborough, 
vice-president of invest¬ 
ment and commercializa¬ 
tion for OCRI, said jury 
members judged 40 tech¬ 
nology application pack¬ 
ages using investment- 
based criteria and were im¬ 


pressed with DataGardens. 

“They found that Data¬ 
Gardens were providing an 
application to serve a par¬ 
ticular need that hasn’t 
been met yet,” she said. 

Scarborough said Data¬ 
Gardens is in the perfect 
position to expand its busi¬ 
ness globally through long- 
lasting relationships with 
venture capitalists. 

“The winners are the 
best potential companies 
that are going to be lead¬ 
ing and turning into global 
businesses,” she said. “I 


think DataGardens is a 
great company.” 

In April, DataGardens al¬ 
so took home TEC Edmon¬ 
ton’s $150,000 VenturePrize 
Fast Growth Award. 

“[DataGardens] has a 
quality business plan with 
a quality technological ap¬ 
proach and quality man¬ 
agement,” said David Cox, 
CEO of TEC Edmonton. “It 
signals to the rest of the 
country that Alberta’s here 
in technological business 
and we’re not just about 
oil and gas.”

The economy might be 
reeling in Canada, but it 
hasn’t changed opportuni¬ 
ties to work in Alberta. 

While it’s true the job 
market has slowed down, 
albeit marginally, Alberta 
remains Canada’s most 
booming province, attract¬ 
ing workers and their fam¬ 
ilies from all over the 
country who are coming to 
make their livings and im¬ 
prove their careers. 

Experts say employment 
opportunities are still plen¬ 
tiful for both locals and the 
earnest looking to pack up 
the wagons and head west, 
reflected by the 24,600 peo¬ 
ple joining the province’s 
labour force between Au¬ 
gust and September. 

According to Terry Jor- 
den, public affairs officer 
for Alberta’s Ministry of

661-3753 or 780-422-4266. 
Job-hunting techniques in 


Employment and Immigra¬ 
tion, “The fundamental 
strengths of our economy 
remain intact. 

“The latest statistics are 
in line with other econom¬ 
ic indicators showing that 
Alberta’s economy remains 
healthy but not as strong 
as the records set two years 
ago,” he says. “Alberta’s un¬ 
employment rate of 3.8 per 
cent still reflects a tight 
labour market.” 

Fields on the hunt for 
more people, Jorden says, 
include professional, scien¬ 
tific and technical services, 
retail trade and education¬ 
al services, all career disci¬ 
plines that saw large gains 
from September 2007 and 
September 2008. 

Not to say that you’ll find 
work without experience. 
Skills are necessaiy to the 
jobs on the market, notes a 
source at the University of 
Alberta. But Jorden points 
to several online sources

that will edify job seekers 
on opportunities within 
the province, notably the 
Alberta Learning Informa¬ 
tion Service, a database 
with helpful professional 
tips on how to look for a 
job in the province to how 
to behave on day one of 
your employment. 

The government notes 
retaining employees is an 
issue and has spearheaded 
several initiatives to ad¬ 
dress the problem. 

Groups such as The Hu¬ 
man Rights, Citizenship 
and Education Fund, the Al¬ 
berta Agricultural Research 
Institute and the Alberta 
Information and Commu¬ 
nication Technology Insti¬ 


tute are working in tandem 
with the ministry to attract 
and keep workers from all 
walks of life by increasing 
support programs, pension 
programs and flexibility of 
work arrangements. 

Beyond that, the argu¬ 
ment for taking up offers 
in Alberta just makes 
sense, notes Jorden. 

“Alberta has the strongest 
economy in Canada, the 
lowest unemployment and 
the highest job growth 
rates,” he said. “Although 
the labour shortage is not 
as tight as a few years ago, 
the shortage still remains 
and many opportunities 
still exist throughout the 
economy.”

Alberta has become a more 
lucrative place to work and 
do business, and credit is 
due in part to the oilsands, 
says Statistics Canada. 

The province is absorbing 
workers and boasts employ¬ 
ment and wage rates higher 
than both the national aver¬ 
age and Ontario, a report 
Statistics Canada released 
in September says. 

Over the past 12 months, 
50,000 jobs have been 
filled, a rate of 2.5 per cent 
of employment growth, 
higher than the national av¬ 
erage of 1.6. 

Albertans earn more than 
other Canadians in a wide 
range of fields. The average 
hourly wage in the province 
is $24.17, the highest in the 
country. Ontario comes in 
second at $22.53. The na¬ 
tional average is $21.66. 

Factor in the develop¬ 
ment of the oilsands as part 
of the province’s growing 
economy, says Vincent Fer- 
rao, a labour force survey 
analyst at Statistics Canada. 
He points to significant em¬ 
ployment increases in pro¬ 
fessional, scientific and 
technical fields related to 


the oil patches, with 28,000 
more jobs filled over the 
past 12 months. 

“Our latest data show em¬ 
ployment in Alberta is 
growing substantially. Natu¬ 
ral resources and low unem¬ 
ployment rates are driving 
forces behind the growth,” 
Ferrao said. “The trend to¬ 
wards employee growth is 
still there.” 

Ferrao notes opportunity 
is knocking in other fields. 
Employment in agriculture 
grew by 25.2 per cent from 
last January, while retail 
and wholesale employ¬ 
ment also made significant 
gains. 

A good indicator of a 
growing population is in 
the education sector, says 
Ferrao. More employment 
means more families with 
children who need an edu¬ 
cation are moving to Alber¬ 
ta, and the province must 
accommodate as a result. 
Employment in educational 
services has grown 11.3 per 
cent since last December, 
the report said. 

“More families means 
more teachers and more 
schools are needed,” said 
Ferrao. 

“It makes it veiy clear 
that people are coming to 
Alberta to work and live.”

Ford-Smith on the 
hunt for fraudsters

/ / ’ve got a dead 

• • body! five got a 
dead body!” Jen¬ 
nifer Ford-Smith 
cried out one 
day at work. 

Her colleagues probably 
thought she had lost it. But 
Ford-Smith was used to 
people not quite getting 
her passion for sniffing out 
crime. 

The dead body — found 
inside a home bought with 
a mortgage through the 
lending company she 
worked for — meant that 
the police would get in¬ 
volved with her investiga¬ 
tion into the defaulted pay¬ 
ments. 

As a fraud examiner for a 
mortgage company, she in¬ 
vestigates loans gone awry 
to see what went wrong 
(and maybe even get some 
of the money back) and 
trains staff to sniff out 
scams at the application 
stage. 

Ford-Smith’s crime sense 
started young: She adored 
math puzzles and mystery 
books and was able to tell if 
someone was lying. After 
studying international rela¬ 
tions, she signed on with a 


temp agency that sent her 
to a bank’s mortgage divi¬ 
sion to review applications. 

She found one or two 
frauds a day. She flagged 
everything from faked gov¬ 
ernment assessments to 
lies about income. Her col¬ 
leagues in the same depart¬ 
ment didn’t find nearly so 
many questionable appli¬ 
cations. 

“You’re good at this,” her 
boss said. Just two weeks 
later, the bank hired her 
permanently and moved 
her to the bank’s audit de¬ 
partment where she re¬ 
viewed mortgage docu¬ 
ments and did investiga¬ 
tions. A few years later, a 
newly launched mortgage 
company hired her to start 
a fraud and audit depart¬ 
ment. 

“When a mortgage com¬ 
pany is new to the market, 
the word gets out amongst 
the criminal set, and they 
often tiy to attack it right 
at the beginning, when the 
controls are weak,” says 
Ford-Smith. 

She keeps on top of fraud 
trends — which she shares 
with staff at her company 
— by reading and talking 
to others in the industry, 
including the police. 

Her biggest investigation 
surrounded the home in 
Montreal where the dead 
body was found. A biker 
gang was involved, as was 
cocaine, seeds for a grow 
op, human trafficking and 
other crimes. Ford-Smith

Ford-Smith, now 27, re¬ 
cently moved to another 
job, setting up yet another 
fraud and audit depart¬ 
ment at a new lender. 
About eighteen months 
ago, she completed her 
certification through the 
Association of Certified 
Fraud Examiners in Texas. 
She’s now working certifi¬ 
cation through the Associ¬ 
ation of Certified Anti- 
Money Laundering Special¬ 
ists of Miami.

legg 

1/2 tsp (2 mL) salt 

1/2 cup (125 mL) toasted Brazil 

nuts or blanched almonds, 

finely chopped 

1/3 cup (75 mL) wheat germ 

4 boneless skinless chicken 

breasts 

2 tbsp (25 mL) olive oil 
2 cups (500 mL) grape or cher¬ 
ry tomatoes, halved 
1 tsp (5 mL) dried basil 

METHOD: 

1 . Preheat oven to 425 °F 
( 220 °C). Coat a baking sheet 
with cooking spray. 

2 . Place egg and salt in a shal¬ 
low dish and whisk with 1 tbsp 
(15 mL) water. In another shal¬ 


low dish, combine nuts and 
wheat germ. Dip chicken 
breasts into egg and then nut 
mixture. Place on the baking 
sheet and coat with cooking 
spray. Bake, turning once, for 
15 to 20 minutes (depending 
on thickness) or until cooked 
through and crispy. 

3 . Meanwhile, heat oil in a 
large skillet over medium-high 
heat. Add tomatoes and basil 
and cook until just browned, 3 
minutes. Serve with chicken.
